mercial article 
We havq 
an 
abundant 
harvest 
this year in the 
Gila 
valley 
Re ¬ 
cently we appointed a committee of 
five to 
investigate 
the 
prices 
of 
grain 
We found 
that in compari 
¬ 
son with California and other places 
we were obtaining 
a good 
price 
Mr 
Leo 
Goldschmidt 
induced 
our 
farmers to plant a higher grade of 
wheat and as a result thev are pro ¬ 
ducing a better article 
and he is 
paving a higher 
price 
for it 
Our 
farmers 
produced 
a hundred 
thou ¬ 
sand 
dollars 
worth 
of wheat last 
year 
We were paid 
125 for bar- 
ley
